Europeans demand 
answers over alleged 
US bug 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Union angrily de¬ 
manded answers from the 
United States on Sunday over 
allegations Washington had 
bugged its offices, the latest 
spying claim attributed to 
fugitive leaker Edward 
Snowden. 

The report in German 
weekly Der Spiegel is likely 
to further strain relations be¬ 
tween the United States and 
Europe, shortly after they 
launched formal negotiations 
to create what would be the 
world's biggest free trade 
area. 

Der Spiegel said its report, 
which detailed covert surveil¬ 
lance by the US National Secu¬ 
rity Agency (NSA) an EU 
diplomatic missions, was based 
an confidential documents, 
some of which it had been able 
to consult via Snowden. 

"We have immediately 
been in contact with the US 
authorities in Washington DC 
and in Brussels and have con¬ 
fronted them with the press 
reports, " the European Com¬ 
mission sai d in a statement. 

"They have told us they 
are checking on the accuracy 
of the information released 
yesterday and will come back 
to us" 

One document, dated Sep¬ 
tember HO 10 and classed as 
11 stri ctiy con fi dent! al “, d e- 
scribes haw the NS A kept 
tabs on the European Union's 


mission in Washington, Der 
Spiegel said 

Microphones were installed 
in the budding and the com¬ 
puter network infiltrated, giv¬ 
ing the agency access to emails 
and internal documents. 

The EU delegation at the 
United Nations was subject 
to similar surveillance, Der 
Spiegel said, adding that the 
spying also extended to the 
27-member bloc's Brussels 
headquarters. 

It said the leaked docu¬ 
ments referred to the Euro¬ 
peans as targets*, in 
intelligence activity reminis¬ 
cent of the Cold War. 

US Deputy National Secu¬ 
rity Advisor Ben Rhodes re¬ 
fused to be drawn into 
commenting directly on the 
allegations in a briefing in Jo¬ 
hannesburg on Saturday but 
said it was "worth noting the 
US was "very close" to EU 
security services 

In a separate report on 
Sunday, Der Spiegel said 
leaked documents showed 
that the US secret, services 
targeted Germany more than 
any other EU country 

Citing figures from NS A 
documents, the magazine 
said that half a billion forms 
of communication -- phone 
calls, emails, text messages 
and Internet chat entries -- 
were monitored in Germany 
every month.

Word has been received from 
the Hague that the Dutch 
Council of Ministers have 
given their approval far 
Aruba to emit bonds an the 
international market. Aruba 
will soon approach this mar¬ 
ket. to pay a number of sub¬ 
stantial loans that are due this 
year, as well as to finance the 
2013 budget deficit. An esti¬ 


mated 51% of the total sum 
of the loan will be destined to 
pay old debts, according to 
Minister de Meza The last, 
time that Aruba approached 
the international market was 
in September o f 2 012 At that 
time the interest rate had 
dropped from 6.5% to 4.6%. 

Last Monday an Aruban 
delegation headed by the 


Minister of Finance travelled 
to Geneva and Zurich to par¬ 
ticipate m the marketing of 
the transaction executed by 
Credit Suisse and UBS. 
Swiss investors were im¬ 
pressed with the manner m 
which the Aruba government 
dealt, with the effects of the 
economic crisis, and how 
Aruba implemented struc¬ 
tural reforms by means of a 
National Social Dialogue. 

The 2013 budget deficit 
was approved at Ails.33 3 
million in addition to this 
amount the government of 
Aruba must cumply with 
Afis.246 million in debts due 
this year. This is more than 
half of the total sum. An esti¬ 
mated 34% of this sum will 
go towards paying interest, 
according to de Meza. Only 
1% of the amount to be bor¬ 
rowed will go toward paying 
operational costs af the gov¬ 
ernment, while 13% will be 
used for investments,. 

Despite Aruba’s EBB- rat¬ 
ing given by S&P as a result 
of the closure of the refinery', 
Aruba still has a stabile pro¬ 
jection for the future because 
of the government's strategy. 
S&P indicated just recently 
that the growing income from 
tourism together with the 
economic activity of the gov¬ 
ernment's investment plan 
has helped to ward off the ef¬ 
fect of the closure of the re¬ 
fill ery. 

The investments in the 
tourism sector and in infra¬ 
structure will support the eco¬ 
nomic growth for more the 
2% during 2013.

Obama, accompanied by 
lus wife Michelle and young 
daughters Sasha and Maiia, 
visited the bleak lime quarry 
where anti-apartheid activists 
-- including Mandela -- en¬ 
dured hours of backbreaking 
toil on this Atlantic outcrop. 


After staring out the 
barred window of the small 
damp cell where Mandela 
spent two thirds of his 27 
years in prison, Obama took 
a few minutes to write a note 
in the visitors book 

"On behalf of our family 
we're deeply humbled to stand 
where men of such courage 
faced dawn injustice and re¬ 
fused to yield," he wrote. 

The world is grateful for 
the heroes of Robben Island, 
who remind us that no shack¬ 
les or cells can match the 
strength o f the human spirit." 

Obama later made Man¬ 
dela the keystone of an ad¬ 
dress urging students at the 
University of Cap e Town and 
elsewhere across the vast, 
continent to make a differ¬ 
ence.

Millions flood Egypt streets to 
demand Morsi ouster 


CAIRO (AFP) - Millions 
flooded the streets an Sunday 
determined to oust Islamist 
President Mohamed M orsi on 
the anniversary of his turbu¬ 
lent first year m power, in the 
biggest protests Egypt has 
seen since the 2011 revolt. 

As chants of " Leave I" 
rang out around Cairo, the 
presidency insisted dialogue 
was the only way Diit of the 
on sis. 

Despite the peaceful at¬ 
mosphere of file day, as night 
fell, isolated acts of violence 
left two people dead. 

" It is the biggest protest in 
Egypt's history," a military 
source told AFP on condition 
of anonymity, adding that 
"millions" of people were on 
the streets across the country. 


One person was killed in 
the central province of Assiut 
when gunmen on a motorbike 
opened ftre on protesters, a 
security official said 

Another person died and 
40 others were injured when 
clashes broke out between 
supporters and opponents of 
Morsi in Bern Sueifprovince, 
south of Cano. 

Marsi's spokesman Ehab 
Faftmy, meanwhile, insisted 
on the need for a national di¬ 
alogue 

Hie call fell on deaf ears 
as the main opposition coali¬ 
tion called far a campaign of 
civil disobedience and urged 
Egyptians to stay on the 
streets until Morsi stepped 
down.

WELLINGTON (AFP) - New 
Zealand search officials are to 
reevaluate their search far six 
Americans and a Briton miss¬ 
ing at sea for nearly four weeks

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Russia's Putin signs 'anti-gay propaganda'bill Into law 

MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian President Vladimir Putin has signed into law a bill punishing 
people for homosexual "propaganda", an official publication showed Sunday, in a 
move critics fear will fuel hate crimes. In another controversial step, Putin also signed 
a bill imposing fail terms and fines on those who offend religious believers, seen as a 
response to last year's anti-Putin stunt by the punk band Pussy Riot in a Moscow 
cathedral. Rights activists and Western governments have criticised both bills as part 
of an unprecedented crackdown on dissenting voices after Putin returned to the Krem¬ 
lin last year. The anti-propaganda law introduces fines of up to 5,000 rubles ($150) for 
citizens who disseminate information aimed at minors "directed at forming nontradi- 
tional sexual setup" or which may cause a "distorted understanding" that gay and het¬ 
erosexual relations are "socially equivalent", the official publication of the bill showed. 
Opponents have called the bill homophobic and so vaguely defined that it would in¬ 
evitably be used arbitrarily and stir anti-gay sentiment in the country. However, it sailed 
through parliament and Putin had promised in advance that he would sign it

Gradually adhering to the 
new r guidelines will add ID 
percent to the currently esti¬ 
mated $22-24 billion needed 
each year to fully respond to 
the global HIV/AIDS epi¬ 
demic Tliat figure includes 
not only treatment but also 
prevention and diagnostics, he 
said 


In 2011, the actual global 
spending stood close to $17 
billion 

"But tlie impact will be sub¬ 
stantial," he said, stressing that 
"we are expecting three mil¬

PARIS (AFP) - A gene score¬ 
card may one day help predict 
which youngsters are likely to 
grow out of childhood asthma

Asthma is one of the com¬ 
monest disorders among chil¬ 
dren in developed countries 
and is spreading fast in emerg¬ 
ing economies 

Roughly half of children 
with asthma will emerge from 
it. by the time they become 
young adults --but until now, 
no-one knows how r to deter¬ 
mine who will be the lucky 
ones 

Researchers in the United 
States put together a risk score 
derived from 15 genetic vari¬ 
ants Hi at are closely associated 
with asthma. 

They tested this model on 
data from a highly-regarded, 
long-running study in New 
Zealand, m which S£0 people 
have been tracked for health 
since their birth 40 years ago 


Those whose DNA earned 
most risk variants were more 
than a third likelier to develop 
asthma earlier in life and to 
have asthma that p erasted into 
adulthood than those at low ge¬ 
netic risk 

A higher score also meant 
they were likelier to be prone 
to asthma-related allergic reac¬ 
tions aid impaired lung func¬ 
tion They were also likelier to 
miss school or work than 
counterparts with a lower ge¬ 
netic risk 

The test is an initial foray 
into a complex disease be¬ 
lieved to have environmental 
and genetic factors, and far 
which more risk van ants are 
likely to emerge. 

It could unlock better un¬ 
derstanding of the biology of 
asthma, notably how pollution 
and genes interact.

3,000 people remain missing 
m India's flood-ravaged north 
two weeks after the tragedy, 
but it is unclear how many of 
those have been killed, a top 
state official said Sunday. 

About 1,000 people, many 
of them pilgrims and tourists, 
are confirmed dead after flash 
floods and landslides caused 
by torrential monsoon rams hit 
the Himalayan state of Ut¬ 
tarakhand on June 15, officials 
have said. 

Thousands of soldiers, 
backed by military helicopters, 
have wound down rescue ef¬ 
forts after evacuating more 
than 100,000 people stranded 
m the state, which was p acked 
with tourists on pilgrimages to 
remote Hindu temples and 
shrines 

Babuguna announced that 
families will receive 500,000 
rupees ($S,500) in compensa¬ 
tion if their loved on^s are still 
missing after the next 30 days. 

Some of those initially re¬ 
ported missing may have re¬ 
turned home or continued with 
their travels but faded to notify 
local authorities, officials said. 

The exact death toil may 
never be known because some 
ofthebodies may have been 
washed away or buried under 
tonnes of debus, Babuguna 
told the Press Trust of India. 

A state lawmaker said late 
Saturday the death toll could 
cross 10,000 but the figure 
was rejected as guesswork" 
by Babuguna. 


Gene discoveries may aid fight against 
wheat disease 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Two 
genes that are resistant to fungal 
wheat disease may help ward 
off a growing epidemic of stem 
lust that threatens crops in 
Africa, the Middle East and be¬ 
yond, researchers said 

International scientists have 
spent years trying to pm down 
the sections of the wheat 
genome that are resistant to 
Ug99, a pathogen that was first 
found to be killing wheat crops 
in Uganda m die late 199Ds and 
has since appeared in Kenya, 
Ethiopia, Sudan, Yemen and 
Iran. 

The last major outbreak of 
wheat stem rust m the 1950s 


was quelled two decades later 
with die introduction of a resist¬ 
ant strain of plants, a pioneering 
project by Nobel Peace Prize 
winner Norman Borlaug, the 
father of the Green Revolution. 

Concerns resurfaced when 
the Ug99 pathogen appeared, 
packing the potential to infect 
90 percent of the crop globally 
and risking unrest linked to 
shortages and high prices since 
wheat provides about 2D per¬ 
cent of die world's food. 

Two genes - Sr35 and Sr33 
-- appear to confer resistance by 
acting as pail of the plant's im¬ 
mune system and fighting off 
die deadly fungal disease. 


The hunt for resistant genes 
has taken many years and was 
made harder by die complexity 
o f die wheat genome, win eh has 
almost twice as much genetic 
information as die human 
genome, researchers said. 

One of the resistant, genes, 
Sr35, was identified in an an¬ 
cient aid rarely planted form of 
wheat known, as emkorn, found 
in Turkey 

Ug99 wheat rust disease has 
not been found in the United 
States. 

Tie other gene, Sr33, was de¬ 
scribed in the journal Science 
by re se arch ers in Australi a, die 
US and China

We can't ne¬ 
gotiate a large transatlantic 
market if there is any doubt 
that our partners are bugging 
the offices of European nego¬ 
tiators, 11 Reding said at a meet¬ 
ing with EU citizens in 
Luxembourg,, according to her 
spokesperson.

Spiegel this weekend winch 
detailed covert surveillance by 
the US National Security 
Agency (NSA) on EU diplo¬ 
matic missions in the United 
States and in Brussels.
